REPORT 

r. — The  Committee  report  than  on  ist  January,  1938,  there  were  six 
patients  in  Hospital  and  129  in-patients  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  135  who  received  treatment.  Of  these,  97  were  dis¬ 
charged  as  cured,  14  were  relieved,  12  treated,  7  died,  and  5  remained  in 
Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  was  17.8  days. 

The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  6.3. 

The  average  cost  per  patient  per  day  was  8/1 

Of  the  in-patients  the  total  number  of  medical  cases  was  50,  surgical 
cases  42,  accidents  23,  and  dental  cases  20. 

The  total  number  of  operations  performed  was  44.  Of  these  16  were 
surgical,  b  accidents,  and  22  dental. 

The  number  of  out-patients  treated  during  the  year  was  143  and  the 
total  number  of  attendances  1,017.

They  are  also  most  grateful 
to  Mr.  Tyler,  of  the  Swan  Hotel,  Radcot,  for  collections  received  from  his 
Bathing  Box,  and  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Cook  for  the  proceeds  of  his  Weighing- 
Machine  Box. 

4.  The  Committee  much  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of 

Mrs.  W.  Tucker  on  the  16th  January,  1939.  Mrs.  Tucker  had  been  a 
member  of  the  General  Committee  since  1935. 

The  Committee  regret  to  record  the  resignations  of  the  Rev.  W.  R. 
Kirby  and  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Watts,  who  have  left  Faringdon. 

The  following  were  appointed  on  the  General  Committee  in  1938: — 
Mrs.  E.  K.  Goddard  and  the  Rev.  H.  R.  Sumner. 

Mrs.  G.  Bowman  was  appointed  Hon.  Lady  Almoner. 

e The  repairs  and  improvements  during  the  year  amounted  to 

^44  14s.  id.  A  new  bath  and  scullery  sink  were  installed  in  the  Hospital 
to  replace  old  ones,  while  the  ceilings  of  the  wards  and  corridors  and  the 
kitchen  and  scullery  were  redecorated  and  the  exterior  of  the  Hospital 
painted  excepting  the  north  side,  which  was  not  considered  necessary.  A 
refrigerator  was  purchased  and  installed. 

6. — The  Committee  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  the  following 
legacies: — From  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  E.  Pocock  the  sum  ot 
^500  on  trust  to  apply  the  income  thereof  for  the  general  purposes  of 
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the  Hospital  so  long  as  the  graves  of  his  father  and  mother  and  his  brothers 
and  the  graves  of  his  sister  and  himself  (if  and  when  the  same  shall  be 
constructed)  in  Faringdon  Churchyard  and  the  tombstones  and  curbing 
of  such  graves  are  kept  in  good  order  and  repair  and  the  inscriptions 
thereon  legible,  the  said  tombstones,  graves  and  curbing  to  be  rebuilt  if 
necessary.  The  Committee  accepted  with  gratitude  the  trust  imposed  by 
this  legacy.  The  £500  has  accordingly  been  invested  in  ^508  4s.  2d.  3^% 
Conversion  Stock. 

From  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Henry  Stephens  a  sum 
of  £50. 

From  the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  William  Long  the  sum  of  £200. 
The  amounts  of  these  two  legacies  have  been  placed  to  the  Deposit 
Account. 

7.  — The  question  of  acquiring  an  Ambulance  for  the  general  use  of 
the  district  was  considered  in  1938  and  a  Sub-Committee  has  been  formed 
to  go  into  the  matter.  It  was  resolved  that  a  fund  should  be  opened 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  sum  of  approximately  £530  and  an  appeal  to 
the  public  for  subscriptions  has  been  made.  A  sum  of  approximately 
£500  has  already  been  received  and  the  Committee  wish  to  express  their 
most  grateful  thanks  to  all  subscribers  to  this  fund.  At  the  same  time 
the  Committee  would  urge  all  those  who  have  not  already  subscribed 
to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  that  the  Ambulance  may  be  purchased 
and  brought  into  use. 

8.  — Nurse  Lee  again  took  temporary  duty  at  the  Hospital  during 
Matron’s  holiday. 

9.  — The  Committee  again  wish  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Secretary  and  Committee  of  the  Annual  Effort  Fund  and  to  the  helpers 
in  the  towns  and  villages  concerned  for  their  work  in  respect  of  this  branch 
of  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  also  to  the  public  for  their  response  to 
this  appeal,  details  of  which  are  printed  in  the  Accounts. 

10.  — A  "Pound”  Day  was  again  held  and  proved  very  successful.  The 
Committee  express  their  most  grateful  thanks  to  all  those  who  so  generously 
gave  their  services  and  support  to  this  day  in  such  a  liberal  manner.  The 
collections  therefrom  appear  in  this  Report  and  as  in  former  years  numerous 
gifts  in  kind  were  received  at  the  Hospital. 

11.  — The  Committee  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  the  Medical  Staff 
for  their  valuable  services,  to  the  Matron  and  Staff  of  the  Hospital  who 
continue  to  carry  out  their  duties  with  marked  efficiency,  to  Mr.  L.  C. 
Horton  for  kindly  auditing  the  Accounts,  and  to  Messrs.  Abel  Bros.,  for 
voluntarily  winding  the  clocks  at  the  Hospital. 

12.  — The  Committee  again  wish  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
splendid  services  of  the  Voluntary  Aid  Committee  in  Faringdon  and  the 
neighbouring  villages.  Contributions  to  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  Scheme 
have  been  well  maintained. 

13.  — Lastly,  the  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  supporters  of  the  Hospital, 
the  Clergy  and  Ministers  of  all  denominations  and  the  subscribers  and 
donors  for  their  help,  and  all  those  who  by  their  gifts  and  interest  have 
helped  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital.
